(Current interest in the history of Army drug testing aiatig 
human subjects was prompted in part by the Rockefeller ae ee 
Report's disclosure that an unidentified Army civilian. a a had 
committed suicide several aes after having been administered LSD, 
This individual was, of course, aide identified ; as Dr, Frank Olson. 

Om July 21, 1975, the acting Secretary of the eanEny directed 
the Army Inspector General to conduct a comprehensive snresieation 
to establish the totality of historical facts and circumstances surround- 
ing the Army's participation in drug pangs focusing particularly aden 
the testing of hallucinogenic drugs on human eaniecta: The Secretary 
also suspended all human testing, and ordered all ie to be 
peturncd to their fais duty assignment, The Inspector General's 


investigation which also encompasses the allegations concerning the 
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Chief of the Medical Research Division, is currently in progress. . 
Although substantial investigatory ‘effort has s1veday, been sxjended, 
‘including formal interviews of over 55 witnesses, numerous informal 
interviews of other individuals, and review of thousands of pages of. 
Peers ae the bulk of this investigation remains to be completed. . 
In the course of this investigation, ene fatality has been identified as 
having occurred in connection with one of the contracts let by the 

Army for drug testing. This was Mr. Harold Blauer, who at the 

tine of his acai was a patient at the New York State Psychiatric 
Institute. The Department of the Army announced this inforrm tion. 
shortly after it was learned on 7 August 1975. 

As the time period of the deventiuation dates back to the late 1940's 

many of the most knowledgeable witnesses are either deceased or 

have not as yet been located, and the memory of many of those who 
have been located is incomplete or iigeecias: In addition, numerous 
wanaseet reco os have not as yet been located, and many may have 


been routinely destroyed under standard procedures for destruction.

This information presented a serious threat ~- it indicated that 
a major portion of our deterrent forces could be rendered helpless ae 
ak defenseless -- by drugs which were odorless, colorless sae 
tasteless. It also reflected that our most sensitive security matters 
could be unknowingly compromised. But perhaps of even greater 
significance, it indicated that an alternative to nuclear weapons might 
be sesenie: a weapon which might render large forces helpless = but 
only temporarily -- and without any permanent damage to those forces 
and sous to their surroundings.

The program initiated at that time therefore had three’specific 
igbjactives: to determine what hallucinogenic drug might provide an. 
effective alternative to more drastic weaponry; to ascertain the 
potential application of such drugs in intelligence operations; 
and finally, to attempt todeveles an aneidéte to such drugs should 
they be used against U.S, or Allied forces. er 

Once decisions were aie at jeeeis sees that of the Department: 
of the Army to Succeed with the testing of psychoactive and Mies drugs, 
the Chaiidat Corps, then a separate technical service of the Army, 
headduartered at Edgewood Arsenal, Maryland, entered into a series 
of contracts with various cntceenieiea: state hospitals, and medical 
foundations. Unfortunately, many of the early contracts are unavailable, 
Our best information is that many of these contracts were routinely 
destroyed some time ago. | However, we have located some documentaton,

_ Our review has encompassed a total of fifty-two contracts, 


starting from the early 50's and continuing to the 70's. I should Jike 
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~to stress that of the fifty-two contracts of which we — knowledge, 
only a small number (13) involve testing sents which might be 
described in a broad sense as halfucinoyenié ne delirient. The 39 
‘Yemaining contracts can all be placed into three categories: first, 

tests of various anticholinergic agents, such as atropine, and basic 
_¥esearch into Svgaua phosphates, ina constant effort to refine anti- 
dotes to organophosphate nerve poisons; second, tests of various 
Seiten drugs in medical use, such as morphine, and sthek analgesics 
as well as miscellaneous non-psychoactive drugs; and, third, non-drug 
tests of physiological functions, such as lung function or skin permeability. 
In the interest of time, I have not prepared detailed remarks on these 
contracts, but I have pertinent documents should you have any questions, 

Turning to the research on hallucinogenic drugs, we discovered 

9 such cohtracts. The first two of these were peace? in 1951 ike 
the New York State Psychiatric Institute, a leader in the field of the 
use of hi@luctnogenics in the Aieencels and treatment of the mentally 
ill, The subjects were psychiatric saueaee: The records ee givuieaaws 
concerning the matter of the consent of the patients. The drugs util- 
ized included LSD, wmescaline, and siiseee In the course of one of 
| these contracts, a subject, Mr, Harold Blauer, thes a patient at the 


New York State Psychiatric Institute, was administered a dose ofa 
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mescaline derivative which proved fatal. Details of Mr. Blauer's 
death have already Keen made public and are available to the committee 
and are appended to my statement. The Blauer death is the aubject 

of a pending claim by the two daughters against the Army. 

A1955 contract with Tulane University involved the administration. 
of LSD, Mescaline, and other drugs to mental patients who had there- 
tofore had electrodes implanted in their brains as a part of their 
medical treatment unrelated to an Army sdaivate, The electrades 
were utilized to study the effects of the drugs on the brain's functioning. 
The methodology used might be subject to some cridéien on the ground 
that a range of compounds was administered to at least one patient 
without apparent permis to therapy or diagnosis. Hiowaven work 
on the brain chemistry of mental illness was still pioneering work

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Although the medical profession has had ethical codes and 
procedural safeguards on the use of human beings in drug experimen- 
tation for over a century, I must in all candor admit that they appear 

Sisk always to have been followed in these tests. These standards 
require, for example, that the individual be informed as to all aspects 
of the nature, methods and effects of the experiment, that he give his 
voluntary written consent before any testing and that he be free ta 
withdraw from the experiment at any time. The Beiveon General 
will elaborate on tase matters in his testimony. These are the 
obligations of the attending physician, or the researcher conducting 
the experiment, Our records, admittedly incomplete, do not reflect 
that these procedures were necessarily followed by the seneseen 

‘organizations with whom we contracted. To insure compliance with. 
these seguiremenha: the Army has, since at least the early 60's, 

followed the practice of requiring contract clauses setting stringent 

controls ouaE the use of human beings in experiments. Such a 


clause is present, for example, in our contract with the Institute 


for Behavioral Research. 
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Chemical Corps Testing of LSD 


, Based upon the results obtained under early contracts with 


civilian research organizations, military-related testing of 
“haliaeinogentes was initiated, Insofar as we have been able to 
determine, Army in-house testing of LSD on human subjects com- 
menced some time in 1955 and was conducted intermittently through 

1967 using military oud Army civilian personnel recruited from the 
Army areas within the United States. Most of this testing was conducted 
at Edgewood:Arsenal, Maryland. . 

In addition, available information indicates that a number of field 
tests were conducted at certain other Army installatims, The purpose 
of ieee field tests was to determine the effects of LSD administration 
on the ability of soldiers to perform various normal military functions. 
For example, in pees 1957, 16 men were tested re LSD 
influence ariag operation of a radar van at Mpexieek Proving SrOunese 
Mar yland, During this same period, at Edgewood Arsenal, 40 
individuals were tested under LSD influence in the performance of such 
activities ag rifle ssdeunis and disassembly, masking and akin 
de couistaiastion Spaceduxes: a volley ball game, and close order drill.

gations. In this regard it was desired to determine whether, as a 


result of the administration of LSD, a well-trained and experienced 
intelligence agent could be made to divulge classified information that 
could not be obtained for the Saeni solely through use of conventional 
questioning. 

A series of clinical experiments were performed during the period 
1958 through 1960 at Edgewood Arsenal, Meda. These experimert s, 
itch wack conducted as a joint project of the U.S. Army Intelligence

Warfare Laboratories, used as subjects military intelligence personnel

the program, and that they could boveainete their participation at any 
time. In particular, prospects were to be advised that the project

The experiments at Edgewood were conducted by qualified 
medical pergonnel of the Chemical Warfare Laboratories under 
controlled clinical conditions. Project officers of the U. S. Army 
Intelligence Center provided technical sdvies and assistance in the 
structuring of experiments, In addition to a number of standard tests 
| of mental and physical abilities related to performance of intelligence 
aon conducted so as ‘6 compare pre and post drug administration 
results, the experimentation program included certain structured 
sivontions wherein the applicability of the drug for intelligence purposes 
was assessed, In these situations - attempt was made to spueteuas 
the security training and experience, principally interrogation 
resistance, of the subjects by exploitation of the effects of the drug. 
The structured situations consisted of; (1) Simulated social. receptions 


where LSD was administered surreptitiously to the subjects (in cocktails);

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(2) Simulated stress situations wherein subincte were given polygraph 
examinations after administration of LSD; and (3) Administration of 
LSD in conjunction with confinement in an isolation environment, 
4 In each situation medical pers onnel were present at all times. 
Observation reports by those supervising the experiments, as well 
28 subjective nencrts by the subjects themselves, were used in 
assessing the effect of the drug. In general, it was found that use of 
LSD, either alone or in Son uESten with conventional interrogation 
techniques, could be affective in reducing the resistance to interrogation

In view of the results of the clinical experimentation at Edgewood 

Arsenal, and in recognition of.the limited capability to structure

Center, in coordination with the Chemical Warfare Laboratories, to 
conduct field experimentation in conjunction with actual interrogation 
situations.

: Available records indicate that approximately 600 individuals 
were wdrsinletered LSD during the course of the Army in-house testing

There 
is reason to believe, however, that these records may not be eompiste> 
and that the total number of participants may have been somewhat 
higher. Hence, a priority effort is Sonbindng as part of the nepevene 
Generale investigation in an attempt to compile a complete listing of 
participants in the LSD testing programs. The names of all of the 
participants thus far identified have been forwarded to the Army's 
(Besdasaienunal fe the purpose of conducting a comprehensive 
follow2ay medical evaluation program esi individuals who can be 
oGued: This effort, which is currently underway, will require the 
sbaietance and cooperation of at least two other agencies, the Neda 
Academy of Sciences - National Research Council Medical Follow-up 
Agency and the Veterans Administration.
